lx>vett, “ I believe that capital w ill 
take a business risk and the money 
required to provide the requisite ra il­ 
road facilities for the future w ill be 
forthcom ing." 
Lines Face Four Contingencies. 


Mr. Lovett said that, in his opinion, | 
the country is confronted with four 
contingencies: 
inadequate and 
poor 
service, government ownership, a fed­ 
eral guaranty of a reasonable return 
upon railroad capital, or reasonable 
rate-fixing by a government agency, 
the latter providing “ consideration of 
the needs of traffic and the carrier, 
with the right of each carrier to keep 
w hatever profit it can make out of 
rates 
ho established, by good 
man- 
sgem ent, g(K>d service, economy, wise 
investm ent and success in competing 
for business.' 
Regarding rate-making. Judge Lo v­ 
ett maintained that the regulation pro­ 
vided 
by 
congress 
“ should 
require 
that the rates be sufficient to enable 
th " carriers to provide the requisite 
service and facilities, protect existing 
investm ents and prm ide the new cap 
ital necessary in the public interest,” 
as advocated 
by the Committee of 
Railroad executives and submitted to 
the senate committee on 
interstate 
and foreign commerce. 
Favors Federal Incorporation. 


Judge ian e tt, likewise, favors five 
other features of the railroad com m it­ 
tee's report as being 
rem edial 
and 
wise as a national railroad policy/' 
nam ely: compulsory federal incoryor 
ation, exclusive federal regulation of 
securities and rates, the creation of a 
department of transportation in the 
President's cabinet, the head of which 
would 
have power “ to act 
quickly 
and deal w ith em ergencies/’ and modi­ 
fication of restrictions 
on 
railroad 
consolidation and

merging of lines when in the public 
interest.

Declarations of National Cham­ 


ber of Commerce Are Highly 


Significant. 


APPROVAL WILL BE GENERAL 


Action Shows That Organized Business 


Has Come to Recognize T h a t H u­ 
m anity and Justice Must Be Factors 


In the Labor Problem. 


The 12 paragraphs defining the atti­ 
tude of the national chamber of com­ 
merce on the labor question make ii 
body of doctrine which will In* ac­ 
cepted almost In Its entirety by labor. 
The right to organize Is fully recog* 
nixed, the right to a wage which shall 
lie more than a living Is declared, anti 
tfie principle that there should In* no 
reduction In wages, until the |Missildl- 
It.v of reducing costs In all other direc­ 
tions has been exhausted, Is laid down. 
That these and similar declarations 
arc made bv organized business Is not, 
In this day, surprising, but not many 
years ago no such agreement of opin­ 
ion between capital anti labor would 
have been possible. 
Many employers clung obstinately to 
the belief that the workers went be­ 
yond their rights when they Insisted 
ii pen collective bargaining, while rela­ 
tively few boh! any such doctrine pow, 
It Is true, also, that at no very dis­ 
tant time In the past most employers 
had never entertained any other theory 
of wages than th a t labor Is a com­ 
modity which could he hammered down 
In price by any method that was suit­ 
able for hammering down the price of 
pig Iron. 
The attitude of the chamber, there­ 
fore, represents a highly significant 
progress In the thinking of business 
men. 
More ami more they have been 
considering humanity and Justice as 
factors lit the Im lair problem. 
There 
Is, of course, much room for further 
progress, and upon such progress will 
rest the security and prosperity of the 
country.—New York World.
